Add to this, That the Germans have their 
hands full on every fide, and can very hard- 
ly find Supplies for the Defence of their 
own Borders; that cov’d the Germans find 
ten Thoufand Men, there are cwo Cafes 
ia which fuch a Body of Men would turn 
to the beft Account that ever twice that 
Force could do before, Viz. in Hungary to 
fupprefs a Formidable Infurreétion ; or in 
the Modemefe to make fucha Diverfion, as 
viould leave the Duke of Szvoy at Liberty 
to carry on his Great Defigns ; if the Ger- 
mens cannot find Mew for thofe two extra- 
ordinary Cafes, where fhould they provide 
them for this Expedition ? So that all our 
expeftation that way muft ceafe, and the 
Camifars cannot be relieved in this manner. 

And yet fuppofing this Army was really 
gotten together, the Pofition ofthe Coun- 
try, and the Pofture of the French Affairs 
are fach,.that we may, without Arrogance 
fuppofe the King of France, who never 
vegleéts any thing fo Material, would at 
leaft have found Troops enough to have 
le the Paffage of the Rofwe with 
t em. 

And what Reafon can be affign’d, why 
the French, who we find able to make an 
Offenfive War, to Invade and Diftrefs 
theirNeighbours almoft onevery fide fhou’d 
be fo deficient in their Condud, as to leave 
themfelves unguarded in fo nice a Part of 
their own Safety, and while they are Af 
faulting all the reft of the Confederacy, be 
anable'to Defend themfelves here ? 

As this feems. to me a plain Truth, all 
the Effays of this Nature, {eem to be only 
forming things in the Fancy, which ‘tis 
much eafier to propofe, than to put in Ex 
ecution..
